Dear Mr. President: 

I have the honor of transmitting to you the 
annual report of the National Endowment for 
the Humanities for fiscal year 1988. It illustrates 
our commitment to promote the teaching and 
learning of the humanities in our society, both 
inside and outside the classroom. 

As noted in Humanities in America, the 
Endowment’s 1988 congressionally-mandated 
report, there has been in the past few decades 
a resurgence of interest in the humanities on 
the part of the general public. Millions of 
Americans are attending museum exhibitions, 
organizing historical societies, and participat- 
ing in reading groups, seminars, and lectures 
on historical and cul: ural topics. They are 
reading books and watching film series that 
illustrate our own tradition and those of other 
cultures. “The remarkable blossoming of the 
humanities in the public sphere is one of the 
least noted, though most important, cultural 
developments of the last few decades,” our re- 
port observed, and we at the NEH are proud of 
our continuing efforts to help in this endeavor. 

We are also committed to improving hu- 
manities education in our schools; and during 
1988, we particularly focused our efforts on 
concerns raised in the NEH report, American 
Memory. To help improve the content and 
quality of history education in our elementary 


and secondary schools, for example, the En- 
dowment entered into a cooperative agreement 
with the University of California at Los Angeles 
to establish the National Center for the Study of 
History. The center will study current teaching 
approaches, teacher training, and history text- 
books in order to develop improved programs 
for history instruction. 

To assist teachers in becoming more 
knowledgeable about the subjects they teach, 
the Endowment established the NEH/Reader’s 
Digest Teacher-Scholar Program. It provides 
teachers with an opportunity to spend an aca- 
demic year of full-time study in the humanities. 

We continue to encourage colleges and 
universities to provide rigorous and coherent 
programs of education for undergraduates. And 
we are proud, as well, to report to you about 
our ongoing support of the scholarly research 
on which so many of these other activities 
depend. 

A century and a half ago, Alexis de Tocque- 
ville described the people of the United States 
as “ever striving toward that immense grandeur 
glimpsed indistinctly at the end of the long 
track humanity must follow.” We at the Nation- 
al Endowment for the Humanities hope that 
our work in 1988 has helped give Americans a 
clearer glimpse of that grandeur.

If “|djisinterested intellectual curiosity is 

the life blood of real civilization,” as G. M. 
Trevelyan thought, then how the humanities 
fare is a good way to check on the health of the 
nation. We at the Endowment see our job as 
nurturing the humanities. We have been at it 
since 1965, and it is safe to say — though life 

is always fragile — that America’s vital signs 

are strong. 

To study — without prejudgment — 
literature, history, philosophy, language, and 
other humanities subjects is to exercise the 
kind of curiosity that Trevelyan spoke of. To 
read and discuss, to view and reflect is to under- 
take activities that stretch and strengthen the 
mind. When a third-grader reads an exciting 
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biography, his interest may be piqued to read 
others; when a high-schooler translates a short 
passage from Voltaire, she may be inspired to 
learn move about the Enlightenment. One 
thing is sure: if in grade school the youngster 
is given words only for reading practice, or 

if in high school advised that French is not 
important, intellectual curiosity withers. 

At the Endowment, we concern ourselves 
with projects that encourage intellectual 
discovery. This year we have taken special care 
to assess who is being served by humanities 
programs, how well they are being served, and 
what can be done to make these programs 
better. 

Humanities in America, Chairman Lynne V. 
Cheney's report released in September 1988, 
gave a clear indication of both the state of the 
humanities and of the service the Endowment 
performs. The report affirms that humanities 
programs and excellent books and exhibits are 
well received by the American people; and it 
affirms that Endowment programs serve to 
promote intellectual curiosity. 

The millions of citizens who participate in 
public programs, who visit museums, and who 
read and talk about history and literature say 
something about the vitality of the humanities 
in the nation. Americans are curious and strive 
to connect their lives with the past, to discover 
ideas and to think about their significance. 
Americans feel a need to inform their decisions 
with understanding; and they rely on analysis, 
often from humanities scholars, to provide 
context. 

Indeed, since the founding of this country, 
the link between informed, open discussion 
and citizenship has been firmly forged. The 
right “peaceably to assemble” is one of our first 
guarantees; and we have been coming together 
in town meetings, public forums, and reading 
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A “banjo” clock

A century and a half ago, Alexis de Tocqueville 
commented on the unique proclivity Ameri- 
cans had for forming associations: especially 
unusual in his view were the groups formed for 
intellectual and moral purposes. These civil as- 
sociations, thought Tocqueville, were necessary 
for the perpetuation of democracy in America 
and necessary, finally, for civilization itself. 

Congress thought as much when it gave 
life io the Endowment. Among the congres- 
sional declarations of purpose is the statement 
that “a high civilization must not limit its ef- 
forts to science and technology alone but must 
give full value and support to the other great 
branches of scholarly and cultural activity in 
order to achieve a better understanding of the 
past, a better analysis of the present, and a 
better view of the future.” 

As you turn these pages which describe 
the hundreds of projects supported by the En- 
dowment in fiscal year 1988, you will become 
acquainted with the demographic and geo- 
graphic diversity of humanities programs. In 
partnership with the state humanities councils, 
NEH serves people from many backgrounds in 
all parts of the nation. 

With help from a fund established by 
DeWitt Wallace, founder of Reader's Digest, NEH 
encourages teachers to reacquaint themselves 
with texts and scholarship in their fields. The 
Endowment encourages school systems to be 
better: offer youngsters the chance, for exam- 
pie, to become excited about learning history. 
Our message to higher education is no less 
specific: for those who want to strengthen 
their core, the Endowment urges them to make 
difficult curriculum decisions by deciding what 
combinations of courses are most likely to 
provide the kind of mental crossbracing that 
will support a lifetime of learning. 

The Endowment encourages scholars to 
investigate ideas in ways that will give lasting 
worthiness to their research: study deeply and 
disinterestedly, we ask. The Endowment chal- 
lenges public program directors to draw on the 
resources of scholarship to present exhibits, 
documentaries, and films that edify as well 
as enliven. 

If we do our job well — and you may judge 
as you read — we will have done a little part of 
what is necessary to sustain the life blood of 
real civilization.

From the Deputy Chairman (Policy) 


After the question “Why?” perhaps the next 
most distinctly human question is “So what?” 
Evaluative questions and reasonable arguments 
about merit and value lie close to the center of 
humanistic discourse. Moreover, this issue of 
value, or of “significance,” is crucial to the con- 
sideration of every application received by the 
National Endowment for the Humanities. 

But questions regarding a project's signifi- 
cance may sometime seem awkward to answer. 
Perhaps, in a vague way, they make us feel vain 
and self-important, even arrogant. How many 
times have we inwardly cringed before those 
who claim that their work has revolutionized a 
field, that their answers changed the way we 
even ask the questions. So, on the admirable 
side of the ledger, to hesitate before the probing 
question of significance may bespeak a kind of 
humility, a healthy human modesty. 

Rather than risking charges of vanity and 
impertinence (and without wishing to say our 
work has no discernible merit), humanists 
sometimes fall back on arguments that lie just 
below the surface of significance. The first 
argument, of course, is novelty: “Well, even 
though it’s an old topic, I'm approaching it 
from a somewhat different perspective.” But 
novelty or innovation still begs the question 
of worth. 

After novelty, the second most popular 
way of side stepping the issue of significance is 
scholarly agnosticism. This agnosticism can 
take two related forms. First, “All knowledge is 
valuable. Who am I to say why my work is bet- 
ter than others? It’s just different.” Or, “It's not 
really for me to say where this will lead; true 
scholarship relies on small bricks added to the 
great edifice that all scholars build together. 
Who knows whether these facts/insights/per- 
spectives will be deemed valuable or useful 
in years to come? The important thing for 


today is to know them.” While recognizing the 
underlying truth of such arguments, they have 
limited appeal to an agency with finite re- 
sources that is unable simply to take a chance 
that, while such knowledge might not seem rel- 
evant today, it may be of some unspecified 
value in the future. Moreover, if all knowledge 
is valuable, then the burden of proof is still on 
the applicant to show why this particular pro- 
ject should be funded. We have to know more 
than that a project is interesting or that it fills a 
gap; we have to know why it’s interesting and 
why the gap is worth filling. 

Rather than set out a single definition of 
significance against which all applications are 
measured, we have thought it best to ask appli- 
cants to make the case for significance them- 
selves in ways they think most appropriate. 
Thus, we ask all applicants to advance the 
argument in their own words, with their peers 
as their jury, as to what there is about their 
proposal that makes it particularly worthy of 
national support. The argument for signifi- 
cance may tell us something about the project's 
effect on our understanding of the past; it may 
be meaningful to the applicant's particular 
field, or to the humanities generally; it may 
give us insights into ideas, people, books, or 
movements that had not heretofore been taken 
with sufficient seriousness; it may have curricu- 
lar value; it may bring important ideas out of 
the academy and into the view of the general 
public. The number of ways proposals could be 
significant, and for whom they might be signifi- 
cant, are varied and multitudinous. What is 
needed is not a checklist of meaningful topics 
and perceptive approaches pre-ordained by us 
here at NEH, but the invitation, indeed, the 
insistence, to applicants to argue the case for 
significance as they understand it and as it 
arises from the project itself.

In her report Humanities in America, Chairman 
Lynne V. Cheney declared that through public 
humanities programming, “. . . our society has 
made progress in expanding images of human 
possibility for its members, in increasing aware- 
ness of what human excellence can mean, in 
developing insight into the past and all it has 
to tell us of triumph and disappointment, of 
choices made and not made and their conse- 
quences.” To encourage more general audience 
programs that are informed by excellent schol- 
arship, the Endowment awarded more than 
300 grants in fiscal year 1988 that will support 
hundreds of reading groups, general confer- 
ences, exhibitions, radio and television pro- 
grams, and other projects across the nation 
Excellence in scholarship is a primary con- 
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dition for a high level of quality both in general 
programs and in formal humanities education. 
The 426 awards from the Division of Research 
Programs will enable individual research 
scholars, research groups, translators, and 
regramt organizations to contribute important 
new work to humanities scholarship 
nationally. Within the past year, both in the 
Division of Research Programs and the Division 
of Fellowships and Seminars, the theme of sig- 
nificance has been a dominant topic for the 
panelists, members of the National Council on 
the Humanities, and reviewers who must make 
essential judgments about the relative merits of 
well-designed projects. From the Division of 
Fellowships and Seminars, 1,118 awards will 
support not only individual research and writ- 
ing but seminars for college teachers and for 
teachers at the elementary and secondary 
levels. 

The Endowment’s commitment to improv- 
ing the quality of humanities education at all 
levels became even stronger during fiscal year 
1988. The 117 grants from the Division of Edu- 
cation Programs recognized the excellent work 
being done not only in higher education but 
also between colleges and schools and within 
schools. The first Masterwork Study Grants pro- 
vided teachers a means for continuing serious 
study of history and literature within a school 
setting. The NEH/Reader’s Digest Teacher- 
Scholar Program competition received its first 
applications from elementary and secondary 
school teachers secking a year's study fellow- 
ship; these new grants will be awarded in fiscal 
year 1989 

To ensure that the print resources for 
scholarship remain available for future genera- 
tions, and to collect and make known historical 
documents such as newspapers, the Office of 
Preservation offered forty grants. In addition to

data collection and microfilm recording, the 
Office of Preservation has encouraged projects 
that will train conservators and preservationists 
for the ever-expanding national effort to protect 
rare and endangered intellectual resources. 

Working with all types of humanities 
institutions and organizations, the Office of 
Challenge Grants stimulated long-term finan- 
cial and program planning by making twenty- 
nine new offers through its matching grant 
program. Challenge grant recipients generally 
sponsor a four-year financial development pro- 
gram to increase endowments for humanities 
programs and needs or otherwise to ensure the 
financial stability of excellent work in the 
humanities 

Throughout all program divisions, the 
Endowment continued its special initiative 
for supporting humanities projects that com- 
memorate the forthcoming quincentenary of 


the Columbus exp« early fifty grants 
will explore both ti urical period and the 
meaning of the events of 1492. 

To evaluate the 7,356 applications received 
this past fiscal year, the Endowment employed 
more than 1,000 panelists and more than 
7,000 specialist reviewers. Their insights and 
judgments were essential in determining the 
relative merits of projects and central to the 
decisions that resulted in the awarding of 
$125 million. 

The following pages identify the excellent 
public programs, research projects, and work in 
education being done in the humanities. It is 
with great pleasure that the Endowment 
announces these 2,113 grants.

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How the Endowment Works 


In order “to develop and promote a broadly 
conceived national policy of support for the 
humanities,” Congress established the National 
Endowment for the Humanities in 1965 as 

an independent grant-making agency of the 
federal government. The Endowment supports 
scholarly research, education, and public 
programs in the humanities. Under the act that 
established the Endowment, the term human- 
ities includes, but is not limited to, the study of 
the following disciplines: history; philosophy; 
languages; linguistics; literature; archaeology; 
jurisprudence; the history, theory, and criticism 
of the arts; ethics; comparative religion; and 
those aspects of the social sciences that employ 
historical or philosophical approaches. 


Programs. This report lists federal funds 
obligated for grants made in fiscal year 1988 
through the Endowment’s five divisions — 
Education Programs, Fellowships and Seminars, 
General Programs, Research Programs, and 
State Programs — and two offices — the Office 
of Challenge Grants and the Office of Preserva- 
tion. Grant listings are preceded by a brief in- 
troduction describing the nature and purposes 
of the programs administered by each division. 
The grants themselves are listed in alphabetical 
order according to each grant-making program. 
Except for the Travel to Collections Program, 
grants for less than $1,000 are not listed. 


Public Information. Information about 
Endowment programs and activities can be 
found in a variety of publications produced by 
the Office of Publications and Public Affairs. 
The Endowment’s bimonthly magazine 
Humanities features articles by nationally 
known scholars and writers on current 
humanities topics, a listing of recent grants by 
discipline, a calendar of grant application dead- 


lines, a guide section for those who are think- 
ing of applying for an NEH grant, and essays 
about noteworthy NEH-supported projects. 
During fiscal year 1988, Humanities covered 
Wordsworth and the age of English Romanti- 
cism, the history and philosophy of social 
thought, Byzantium, and literature in America. 


Matching Funds. To stimulate private support 
for the humanities, the Endowment uses fed- 
eral funds to match funds donated from private 
sources. To date, NEH matching grants have 
helped generate more than $919 million in gift 
funds — aimost $708 million of which has been 
generated through the Challenge Grants Pro- 
gram. Matching under the Challenge Grants 
Program is required in a ratio of three to one 
for first-time awards: that is, federal funds 

may amount to no more than 25 percent of 
total matching costs. Matching under other 
programs is usually on a one-for-one basis. 

In addition to federal matching funds, the 
Endowment stimulates private-sector support 
of specific projects by requiring grantees in 
most programs to commit their own funds for a 
portion of the costs of a project. In many cases, 
this amounts to 50 percent of total project costs. 


Grants. All applications submitted to the 
Endowment are reviewed and discussed by peer 
review panels comprised of scholars and other 
experts. Panelists assess each application on its 
own merits and weigh each against others sub- 
mitted in a particular grant program. In some 
programs, applications are also evaluated by 
specialist reviewers in the specific fields 
addressed by the applications. 

Applicants may request summaries of 
panelists’ views. A list of panelists who gave of 
their time to serve on review panels during fis- 
cal year 1988 appears on pages 139-163.

Grant applications are reviewed sub- 
sequently by the National Council on the 
Humanities, an advisory board of twenty-six 
members nominated by the President for six- 
year terms and confirmed by the Senate. Coun- 
cil members include scholars, professionals, and 
distinguished members of the public who are 
recognized for their knowledge and support of 
the humanities. The Nationa] Council meets 
four times each year to consider the views of 
reviewers, panelists, and staff members on all 


grant applications and to make its recommen- 
dations about funding to the Chairman. After 
reviewing 7,356 applications in fiscal year 1988, 
the council recommended a total of 1,833 
awards. Other council responsibilities include 
advising the Chairman about polici’s, pro- 
grams, and procedures. Council recommenda- 
tions are advisory to the Chairman, who, by 
law, makes the final decisions on grant awards.

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Humanities in America 


On September 12, 1988, the Endowment 
published Humanities in America: A Report to the 
President, the Congress, and the American People. 
Written by Chairman Lynne V. Cheney, this 
congressionally mandated study examined 
three institutions that affect the teaching and 
learning of the humanities in American 
society: colleges and universities, television, 
and organizations that bring humanities 
education to the general public, such as 
historical societies, libraries, museums, and 
state humanities councils. 

Cheney wrote the report after examining 
the state of the humanities in American culture 
with three advisory groups that included 
scholars, authors, film and television producers, 
museum professionals, and others. She also met 
with experts in the humanities at fourteen 
regional forums. 

Noting a “remarkable blossoming of the 
humanities in the public sphere,” Humanities in 
America reports on the millions of Americans 
who are enriching themselves and our society 
by learning about history, literature, and 
philosophy through programs offered by mu- 
seums, libraries, historical societies, and state 
humanities councils. The report suggests that 
support for such programs, provided by a di- 
verse group of public and private sources, has 
“grown as those programs have become more 
intellectually rigorous, more demanding, more 
enriching — indeed, more worthy of support.” 

But, Cheney also notes that as important 
as public programming has become, it is not a 
substitute for formal humanities education. “It 
cannot provide the coherent plan of study, the 
overarching vision of connectedness, that our 
schools and colleges can.” 

Increasingly, however, academic study of 
the humanities at U.S. colleges and universities 
is directed only to small groups of scholars. 


Observing that faculty members themselves 

are concerned about their growing isolation, 
Humanities in America notes factors that have 
contributed to it: an emphasis on publishing as 
opposed to teaching, overspecialized research, 
and new approaches to the humanities that 
treat great books as though they were primarily 
political documents. 

Another institution with a great potential 
for bringing history, literature, and other 
humanities subjects to the public is television, 
the primary source of information and enter- 
tainment in our society. For example, television 
series based on good books, such as Evelyn 
Waugh’s Brideshead Revisited, have helped, 
sometimes dramatically, to increase book sales. 

Stressing that “if learning increases, it will 
be because individuals, associating freely, join 
in commitment to the goal,” Humanities in 
America concludes with several 
recommendations: 


I. Colleges and Universities 

e Our society's understanding of the 
humanities ultimately depends on colleges 
and universities. To counter the excess of 
specialization and to strengthen the con- 
tributions the academy can make to soci- 
ety, those who fund, publish, and evaluate 
research should encourage work of general 
significance. 

e Excellence in teaching, as well as 
excellence in research, should be re- 
warded; and crucial to excellent teaching 
in the humanities, it should be recognized, 
is an approach that emphasizes the endur- 
ing human value of history, literature, and 
philosophy. 

e Colleges and universities should work 
toward intellectually coherent curricula. 
Undergraduates should study texts of

Western civilization and should learn how 
the ideals and practices of our society 

have evolved. Students should also be 
encouraged to learn about other cultures. 
Parents and prospective students should 
consider what it is a college or university 
expects students to learn. Whether the in- 
stitution has established a substantial and 
coherent curriculum is a crucial factor to 
keep in mind when choosing a school. 


II. Television 

Television can be the friend of the book, 
and there should be further efforts to use 
television to encourage reading. Both 
public and private funders of educational 
television should continue to support 
productions that are book-related. Net- 
work television programs should present 
books and learning as an important part 
of everyday life. 

Television has, in its own right, vast 
democratic potential for education in the 
humanities. Scholars and filmmakers 
working together can create highly origi- 
nal works that encourage thought and 
teach us about the past. Such efforts merit 
the continued support of those who fund 
television productions. 

Excellent films in the humanities should 


be made widely available. With reasonable 


pricing and wider distribution, these films 


can become a more important resource for 
both formal and informal education. 


Ill. The Parallel School 

Museums, libraries, educational television, 
state humanities councils, and historical 
organizations now provide such extensive 
education in the humanities that they 
form a kind of parallel school. The 
achievements of the groups that comprise 
this school should be recognized; their ef- 
forts to reach citizens who have not in the 
past participated in educational programs 
should be encouraged by all who support 
this work. 

The parallel school not only draws 
strength from our colleges and univer- 
sities, it has strengths to offer as well. 
Institutions of higher education should 
work more closely with other cultural or- 
ganizations and reward academic scholars 
who help provide high-quality programs 
for general audiences. 

Millions of adult Americans, through their 
participation in public programs, have 
come to affirm the importance of the 
humanities. They can be a force for 
change. These citizens should become 
more actively engaged in efforts to support 
substantive and coherent humanities 


education in our schools and colleges. 
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The Jefferson Lecture 


The Jefferson Lecture in the Humanities is the 
highest official recognition the federal govern- 
ment bestows for distinguished intellectual 
achievement in the humanities. Established in 
1972, the lecture provides an opportunity for 
one of the nation’s outstanding scholars to 
explore in a public forum matters of broad 


concern in the humanities and to affirm the 
relationship between the great works of the hu- 
manities and the intellectual, moral, and politi- 
cal traditions of our civilization. The lecture 
carries a $10,000 stipend provided by the 
Endowment. 

The 1988 Jefferson Lecture was given by 
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Robert Nisbet, Albert Schweitzer Professor 
Emeritus of the Humanities at Columbia Uni- 
versity and the author of numerous books on 
political and social thought. Previous Jefferson 
Lecturers have been Lione! Trilling, Erik H. 
Eriksen, Robert Penn Warren, Paul A. Freund, 
John Hope Franklin, Saul Bellow, C. Vann 
Woodward, Edward Shils, Barbara Tuchman, 
Gerald Holton, Emily T. Vermeule, Jaroslav 
Pelikan, Sidney Hook, Cleanth Brooks, Leszek 
Kolakowski, and Forrest McDonald. 

Nisbet, the seventeenth Jefferson Lecturer, 
discussed “The Present Age and the State of 
Community” in remarks delivered in Washing- 
ton, D.C., on May 13, 1988. In his lecture, Nisbet 
asserted that the concept of the nation as “com- 
munity,” an idea that transformed the United 
States during World War I and continues to 
exert a powerful influence on contemporary 
American life, holds grave dangers for the 
nation’s political and social institutions. 

Chief among these dangers, according to 
Nisbet, is that the “communitarian state” seeks 
to replace such vital associations as the town, 


village, family, and church with centralized, 
bureaucrauic, and ineffective structures. “If 
we continue to worship the national state and 
national community,” Nisbet said, “we risk 
exposure to the fatal disease of empires in 
history: apoplexy at the center and anemia 

at the extremities.” 

Nisbet has received many awards and 
honors, including Italy's Award of Merit and 
the Ingersoll Award in the Humanities. From 
1975 to 1978, he served on the National Council 
on the Humanities. Nisbet's books include The 
Quest for Community (1953), The Sociological 
Tradition (1966), Twilight of Authority (1975), 
and History of the Idea of Progress (1980). 

Nisbet began his teaching career in 1939 at 
the University of California at Berkeley, where 
he remained until 1952. He also taught at the 
University of California at Riverside, the Univer- 
sity of Arizona at Tucson, and Columbia Univer- 
sity, where he held the Albert Schweitzer chair. 
After his retirement from Columbia University 
in 1978, Nisbet joined the American Enterprise 
Institute in Washington, D.C. 


Excerpts from the 1988 Jefferson Lecture by Robert Nisbet: 


“The history of the idea of national community 
has been governed in large measure by crisis — 
three wars and a major depression — and there- 
fore by crisis-mindedness. . . . But the spirit of 
crisis is not the ideal nursery for long-term pub- 
lic policy. Projects planned in times of war crisis 
tend to take on the centralization and national- 
ization of war. Tocqueville said that men who 
have a genius for centralization like war; and 
those with a genius for war like centralization.” 


“In the middle ages, the communicant’s life was 
under the inspection of the church from cradle 
to grave. In the modern West, it is the state, not 
the church, that contemplates each individual 
from conception to grave.” 


“The conjunction of the idea of national com- 
munity and national progress [in the 1920s] was 
rich in symbolism to both the intellectual and 
the ordinary American. On many an office 

and living room wall hung the familiar ‘Don't 
Knock Progress.’ In newspaper editorials, ‘You 
Can't Stop Progress’ was like something from 
the Ten Commandments. People were permit- 
ted a few tears when the bulldozer crumbled 


some architectural gem or ravaged a bosky 
hillside, but not too many tears. Progress 
must go on!” 


“The New Deal mentality scorned the inter- 
mediate, long existent structures of states, 
counties, and cities, preferring to create over- 
night alphabetical agencies specially designed 
to cut through or ignore intermediate bodies of 
authority and function. There was also . . . the 
superstition that national administration was 
somehow cleaner, less prone to corruption, 
nobler, more rational and scientific, than 
administration in states and towns.” 


“The evil and the danger of thick, heavy, 
congealing national bureaucracy is not that it 
threatens to become totalitarian in the Soviet 
or Nazi sense; it never does. The evil and the 
danger are inseparable from the strangling, 
suffocating, enervating effects it has upon even 
the strongest and most vigorous minds. The 
alleged virtues of the family, village, and church 
become, when catapulted into the burgeoning 
bureaucracy, hollow, sterile mockeries of 
themselves.” 
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The Barber Wants 
to Cut the Old 
Believer’s Whiskers 
is a Russian woodcut 
from the 1770s. In 
order to comply with 
Peter the Great's 
decree that Russian 
men, except peasants 
and priests, wear Eu- 
ropean clothing and 
be clean-shaven, a 
barber in German 
dress shaves an el- 
derly man. Teachers 
studied Russian lan- 
guage and culture in 
an institute at Bryn 
Mawr College that 
was supported by a 
1988 Elementary and 
Secondary Education 
in the Humanities 
grant. 


Division of Education Programs 


It is hard to imagine a better education than 
that provided by the study of what Matthew 
Arnold called “the best that has been thought 
and known.” It is even harder to imagine that 
democratic theory can be reconciled with an 
educational system that makes such an educa- 
tion available only to a few. Therefore, the 
Endowment, through the Division of Education 
Programs, supports efforts to assure that all 
students are provided with an opportunity 

to study the enduring works of human 
civilization. 

Under the Elementary and Secondary 
Education in the Humanities Program, the divi- 
sion continued in fiscal year 1988 to provide 
support for summer institutes and school- 
college collaborations that give teachers and 
school administrators a deeper understanding 
of the humanities. It is our conviction that this 
is the best way to increase the substance and 
rigor of courses offered to students. 

During the past year, in response to issues 
raised by Chairman Lynne V. Cheney in her 
1987 report, American Memory: A Report on the 
Humanities in the Nation's Public Schools, the 
division instituted the NEH/Reader’s Digest 
Teacher-Scholar Program for elementary and 
secondary school teachers. Under this program, 
which will make its first awards in fiscal year 
1989, teachers will receive support for a year of 
full-time independent study in the humanities. 
The division also introduced Masterwork Study 
Grants that allow teachers from a particular 
school or school system to meet with scholars 
at nearby colleges or universities to study major 
humanities texts and topics. For example, ten 
teachers in the Parkway School District in 
Chesterfield, Missouri, will study the literary 
and historical dimensions of Homer's Odyssey. 
Under the guidance of a classicist who is also a 
high school teacher, the teachers will read the 


epic at Washington University. The group will 
also study relevant collections at the St. Louis 
Art Museum. 

The Endowment continued to be con- 
cerned in 1988 about mounting evidence that 
young Americans are ignorant of basic histori- 
cal facts. Again, iri response to issues raised in 
American Memory, an award was made to the 
University of California, Los Angeles, to support 
the establishment of a history center that will 
collect and analyze data on the status of history 
instruction and will make recommendations 
for the improvement of history curricula, 
textbooks, and teacher education. 

The division has also attempted to help 
schools that want to use language as a means of 
understanding foreign cultures. For example, a 
1989 summer institute offered by the Friends 
School of Baltimore and Bryn Mawr College 
will allow Russian language teachers to study 
Russian historical and literary materials from 
the age of Peter the Great to the present. 

Under the Higher Education in the 
Humanities Program, the division supported 
summer institutes, curriculum revision, faculty 
study, collaborative programs, conferences, and 
other projects aimed at improving humanities 
instruction in colleges and universities. 

Institutes funded during fiscal year 1988 
include “Cervantes: Don Quixote,” “Nagarjuna 
and Buddhist Thought,” “Historical Archaeol- 
ogy of European Expansion, 1550-1700,” “The 
Southern Novel and Southern Community,” 
“Christendom in the High Middle Ages,” 
“Haydn and the Culture of the Hapsburg 
Realm,” and “Petrarch: The Poet-Humanist and 
Petrarchism.” An institute on “The Intellectual 
World of Christopher Columbus” will respond 
to the NEH initiative on the Columbian 
Quincentenary, and an institute on “The 
French Revolution: Texts and Contexts” will 
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commemorate the even,'s bicentennial in 1989. 

Many of the division's higher education 
projects reflect renewed e‘Torts by the country’s 
colleges and universities to provide students 
with a common humanities core. One project 
proposed by Mount Saint Mary’s College in 
Maryland will involve extensive faculty study 
in support of a twenty-course core curriculum 
that will include fifteen required humanities 
courses. These courses will use integrated 
syllabi to explore connections among events in 
politics, literature, and the arts. Works to be 
studied include Vergil’s Aeneid, Dante's Inferno, 
Chaucer's The Canterbury Tales, and Voltaire’s 
Candide, as well as studies of Chartres 
Cathedral, Mozart's Don Giovanni, and 
Botticelli’s Primavera. 

Because colleges and universities also 
educate our future teachers, the division has 
supported efforts to improve the humanities 
content of teacher preparation programs. 


During the summers of 1989 and 1990, Slippery 
Rock University of Pennsylvania will be 
transforming its teacher-education curriculum 
by introducing new courses that are organized 
around such classic humanities texts as the 
Analects of Confucius, Rousseau’s Emile, Mill's 
On Liberty, Kant’s On Education, The Federalist, 
and Wright's Black Boy. 

These are only a few of the imaginative 
Steps now being taken by schools, colleges, 
universities, and other cultural institutions 
to promote teaching and learning in the 
humanities and to ensure that our cultural and 
intellectual heritage is transmitted to the next 
generation. Other efforts are apparent in the 
list that follows.

“To talk in public, to think in solitude, to read 
and to hear, to inquire and answer inquiries, is 
the business of a scholar.” So Samucl Johnson 
in Rasselas aptly defined a scholar’s work as 
directed both inward and outward, as requiring 
both solitude and communication. The detailed 
search through historical records or the 
sensitive scrutiny of profound literary or 
philosophical works demands time and concen- 
tration away from the world’s business. Yet 
scholars, as Johnson says, also must “talk in 
public” and “answer inquiries,” and the tangi- 
ble public results of the many individual 
projects supported by the Division of Fellow- 
ships and Seminars illustrate how apt Johnson's 
definition is. 

Fellowship awards to individual scholars 
and teachers nurture scholarship by providing 
the time necessary for concentrated study. A 
Fellowship for University Teachers awarded in 
1988 is enabling a researcher from Louisiana 
State University to examine primary sources for 
a biography of Jefferson Davis. A Fellowship for 
College Teachers and Independent Scholars is 
supporting a scholar from the Amon Carter 
Museum in Fort Worth in her preparation of a 
book on photography and the American West. 
A Summer Stipend allowed a teacher from 
Wells College in New York to study the chang- 
ing family roles of Russian women before and 
during the 1917 Russian Revolution. 

Many of the fellowships and stipends 
awarded result in published communication to 
public and scholarly audiences. Stephen Pyne’s 
book The Ice: A Journey to Antarctica (lowa City: 
University of lowa, 1986) resulted in part from 
a 1981 fellowship. A 1985 Summer Stipend con- 
tributed to Peter Hales’s study, William Henry 
Jackson and the Transformation of the American 
Landscape (Philadelphia: Temple University 
Press, 1988). 


Johnson's ideal combination of independ- 
ent research and public communication is also 
reflected in other division programs. The Fac- 
ulty Graduate Study Program assists scholars at 
historically black colleges and universities in 
completing graduate work so they can more 
effectively present the humanities to their 
students. For example, a teacher from More- 
house College in Atlanta, who received a 
faculty graduate study fellowship in 1986 to 
complete her dissertation on the role of black 
women in the Mississippi civil rights move- 
ment, completed her doctorate at Emory 
University this year. 

Travel to Collections Program grants help 
scholars reach distant collections and archives. 
A scholar from Alaska Pacific University 
traveled to the Bernice P. Bishop Museum in 
Honolulu, Hawaii, to study Polynesian myths, 
legends, and folklore. While studying the 
William Faulkner papers in Virginia and 
Mississippi, a scholar from the University of 
Texas, Arlington, discovered an unpublished 
draft for an introduction Faulkner wrote to 
The Sound and the Fury. 

Younger Scholars Awards support high 
school and college students learning “to inquire 
and answer inquiries.” During 1988, a junior 
from Trinity University in San Antonio wrote 
an essay on Hobbes’s philosophy that has been 
accepted for publication by Dialogue: The 
Canadian Philosophical Review. 

The division’s two summer seminars pro- 
grams have a special role to play in fostering 
the dual “business” of the scholar “to read and 
to hear.” In 1988, the Summer Seminars for 
College Teachers and the Summer Seminars for 
School Teachers encompassed a wide variety of 
humanities fields. Directors in both seminar 
programs are drawn from among the country’s 
most distinguished scholars, recognized for 
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Jefferson Davis, fu- 
ture president of the 
Confederate States of 
America, in an 1849 
watercolor on ivory 
portrait by George 
Lethbridge Saunders 
In 1988 a scholar at 
Louisiana State Uni- 
versity was awarded a 
Fellowship for Uni- 
versity Teachers to 
write a biography of 
Jefferson Davis 
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their teaching and publications. 

Like directors, participants in Summer 
Seminars for College Teachers publish and 
present the results of their research in various 
forums. For instance, research begun in a 1977 
seminar led to Richard C. Crepeau’s study, 
Melbourne Village (Orlando: University of 
Central Florida Press, 1988). 

Many college teacher seminars deal with 
subjects related in some way to the need of 
scholars “to talk in public [as well as] to think 
in solitude.” For example, under the direction 
of a literary scholar, participants in a 1988 sem- 
inar at Princeton University examined how lit- 
erature has been defined in institutional and 
aesthetic terms since the eighteenth century. 

Participants in Summer Seminars for 
School Teachers study classic texts and thereby 
enhance their understanding and their ability 
to convey significant ideas in the humanities to 
their students. In addition to the array of semi- 
nars on classic texts like Macbeth, Adventures 
of Huckleberry Finn, and Anna Karenina, 1988 
seminars included a number of innovative 


studies of significant texts. A scholar at Colum- 
bia University led participants in an examina- 
tion of the Qur’an and other Islamic classics. 

A professor of mathematics at Hanover College 
in Indiana directed a seminar on “The Great 
Theorems of Mathematics in Historical Perspec- 
tive,” in which participants explored major 
works by Pythagoras, Euclid, Newton, Leibniz, 
and others. 

Through its support of individual research 
and cooperative study leading to public com- 
munication, the Division of Fellowships and 
Seminars encourages scholars to follow Samuel 
Johnson in another of his apt comments on 
scholarship, when he exhorts scholars in Vanity 
of Human Wishes to “deign on the passing worid 
to turn thine eyes/And pause awhile from 
letters to be wise.”

Division of State Programs 


State humanities councils were established on 
the premise that an educated populace is essen- 
tial in a democratic society. Thomas Jefferson 
believed that learning is the occupation of a 
lifetime, an occupation that begins with formal 
education but should not end there. In keeping 
with this Jeffersonian idea, state humanities 
councils provide the people of their states with 
opportunities for reflection, reasoned inquiry, 
and serious discussion with humanities schol- 
ars. In this way the state councils contribute to 
the ability of Americans to apply critical intel- 
ligence to the decisions that shape civic life. In 
recent years, the state councils have actively en- 
couraged wide public discussion of the place of 
the humanities in elementary and secondary 
education and have supported programs for 
teachers to strengthen the quality of human- 
ities teaching in the schools.

The Endowment makes grants annually to 
the state councils through the Division of State 
Programs. The councils then support, on a com- 
petitive basis, locally initiated humanities pro- 
grams for the people of their states. In addition, 
state councils develop and conduct specific 
humanities projects to help ensure that fine 
humanities programs reach all regions of their 
States. To encourage outstanding project ideas 
and imaginative leadership, the division used 
discretionary funds again in 1988 for a special 
exemplary projects competition and for awards 
to state councils conducting programs of out- 
standing quality. Discretionary funds were also 
used to award planning grants to eight state 
councils to undertake the planning and re- 
search necessary in advance of initiating major 
Statewide or regional projects. 

Learning in the humanities flourishes in 
the public domain when scholars share their 
knowledge with the larger community. In 1988, 
the lowa Humanities Board gave support to 
“A Sense of Place: Small Towns, Community, 
and Land,” a series of public programs on rural 
life and values in Iowa. This project, which 
took place in town meetings and in libraries 
throughout the state, encompassed reading and 
discussion programs, an interpretive traveling 
exhibition of photographs of rural lowa, and 
two major lectures, all examining the historical, 
cultural, and ethical implications of the 
changes and continuities experienced by 
Iowans in their daily lives. 

Throughout 1988 the state councils contin- 
ued to foster the burgeoning public interest in 
library reading and discussion programs that 
take place in large and small public libraries 
across the country. These programs are reach- 
ing disparate populations in each state, such as 
newly literate adults, the elderly, rural and tribal 
communities, and families. With support from 
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Arizona youngsters

the Wisconsin Humanities Committee, state 
libraries held reading and discussion programs 
on the historical and literary approaches to the 
“frontier.” Participants read works such as J.M. 
Coetzee’s Waiting for the Barbarians, Wallace 
Stegner’s “On the Writing of History,” and Willa 
Cather’s O Pioneers! and Neighbor Rosicky. 

Speakers’ bureaus and traveling exhibi- 
tions enabled councils in 1988 to make human- 
ities programs available to less accessible re- 
gions of their states. Through its “Humanities 
on the Road” program, the Nevada Humanities 
Committee supported fifteen scholars who trav- 
eled to isolated Nevada communities to present 
lecture and discussion programs. The Okla- 
homa Foundation for the Humanities used the 
important holdings of the Thomas Gilcrease 
Museum in Tulsa to develop new photographic 
traveling exhibitions on constitutional history 
and on the American West that will tour Okla- 
homa museums, libraries, and schools for at 
least three years. 

Humanities education in the schools con- 
tinues to be a high priority for state councils. In 
1988, with funding from an exemplary award, 
the Lousiana Endowment for the Humanities 
sponsored summer institutes for Louisiana 
teachers on modern French literature and on 
the history and civilization of Latin America. 


The Maine Humanities Council supported a 
program for teachers, scholars, and students 
that included a day-long examination of the 
literature and thought of Wordsworth and the 
romantic period and a conference at the Uni- 
versity of Southern Maine on “Wordsworth 
and the Value of the Landscape.” 

In fiscal year 1988, millions of Americans 
participated in projects supported by state hu- 
manities councils. Since the establishment of 
the state programs, more than 1,500 libraries, 
1,200 museums, 1,000 historical societies, and 
1,200 colleges and universities have been in- 
volved in projects sponsored by these programs. 
At public meetings held by the councils in var- 
ious locations in each state, members of the 
public had the opportunity to comment and 
make recommendations on the state plan of 
their humanities council. From the beginning, 
state humanities councils have relied on the 
sense of purpose and commitment of volunteer 
boards of citizens who have provided signifi- 
cant humanities programs for people through- 
out each state.

Short-term grants, however useful they may 
be, cannot meet all needs in the humanities. 
To reach wider public audiences, humanities 
programs require financial stability in order 
to support additional staff, new buildings or 
renovated space, collection development, and 
increased maintenance costs. Challenge grants 
assist institutions in their capital development 
planning and implementation. The benefits of 
these awards are long-term or even perpetual. 

Institutions receiving these awards are 
challenged to raise three or four times the 
amount of the NEH offer in nonfederal match- 
ing gifts, and, over the eleven-year history of 
the program, more than 95 percent of these 
challenges have been successfully met. As a re- 
sult, by the end of calendar year 1988, the pro- 
gram will have generated a total of $1 billion, 
much of which is invested in institutional en- 
dowment funds and continues to ensure the 
health and longevity of the humanities. 
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During fiscal year 1988, the program re- 
ceived 184 applications and made twenty-nine 
awards. Most of these applications came from 
institutions of higher education and museums 
and historical organizations, but the list also in- 
cluded a variety of libraries, university presses, 
media stations, and scholarly associations. The 
awards made this year averaged $420,600, and a 
total of $12.2 million in NEH funds was offered. 

Recent increases in attendance figures at 
museums and libraries and the growth of their 
collections have driven many institutions de- 
voted to public programming in the humanities 
to seek expansion. For example, the Yakima 
Valley Museum in Yakima, Washington, was of- 
fered a $350,000 challenge grant to support the 
renovation and expansion of the museum to 
provide greater storage space, meeting rooms, 
permanent exhibition galleries, and archival 
areas. Gift funds of $1,050,000 will bring this 
award total to $1.4 million. 

At the San Antonio Public Library, a chal- 
lenge grant of $250,000, plus $750,000 in non- 
federal gifts, will support improvement of the 
library’s humanities collections and an endow- 
ment for further acquisitions in the humanities. 

Many institutions of higher education rec- 
ognize the need to endow faculty positions. To 
help meet this need at the College of the Holy 
Cross in Worcester, Massachusetts, the Endow- 
ment has offered the college $600,000, which 
will be matched with $2.4 million in non- 
federal gifts, to support the endowment of two 
new chairs in English and classics and to sup- 
port faculty research in the humanities. 

Institutional library needs also figure 
prominently in applications from colleges and 
universities. For example, a challenge grant of 
$1 million awarded to the University of Illinois 
at Urbana will be matched with $4 million in 
nonfederal gifts and will be used to support the

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endowment of library staff in cataloguing and 
preservation, supplies, materials, services, and 
library acquisitions in the humanities. 

Occasionally a challenge grant addresses a 
need that is quite specific, such as the develop- 
ment of a single discipline that will enrich the 
entire humanities curriculum. In 1988 a chal- 
lenge grant of $250,000, which will be matched 
by $1 million in nonfederal gifts, was awarded 
to Haverford College in Pennsylvania to estab- 
lish an endowment that will support a new fac- 
ulty position and the development of library 
resources in comparative literature. 

A billion dollars is a large amount of 


money in any context, but it is particularly 
Staggering in the context of the humanities. It 
is fair to estimate that at least 60 percent of the 
money generated by the Challenge Grants Pro- 
gram has been invested in institutional endow- 
ments around the country, and that this $600 
million is accruing expendable revenue of at 
least $30 million annually to support humani- 
ties programs of every kind.

An estimated 80 million volumes are now dis- 
integrating in America’s research libraries. By 
the year 2000, this figure is expected to exceed 
110 million volumes. This massive deterioration 
of books, newspapers, journals, manuscripts, 
and documents is caused primarily by the 
acidic content of their paper which, over time, 
crumbles into dust. Photographs, films, sound 
recordings, and tapes are also threatened by the 
instability of their physical structure. At risk are 
resources that constitute a significant part of 
the country’s cultural legacy and the base on

which research, education, and public pro- 
gramming in the humanities must depend. 

The Endowment's Office of Preservation 
was established to help the institutions and or- 
ganizations responsible for these endangered 
resources. Since its inception three years ago, 
the office has provided support for projects that 
will salvage the knowledge contained in mate- 
rials that are important to the humanities. 
Grants have also been made for projects that 
are designed to strengthen the capacity of insti- 
tutions to care for their humanities collections. 

During fiscal year 1988, grants were 
awarded to the Research Libraries Group and 
the Committee for Institutional Cooperation at 
the University of Illinois to microfilm 53,000 
embrittled monographs and serials that are vi- 
tal to scholarship in American history, African 
studies, French history and literature, Chinese 
history, German history and literature, Slavic 
and Eastern European studies, South Asian and 
Near Eastern history, political science, the his- 
tory of economics, and the history of science 
and technology. The University of California 
at Berkeley and Yale University also received 
grants in 1988 to preserve their holdings of 
Western European literature and history; and 
over the next three years, these projects will re- 
claim more than 45,000 volumes for the use of 
future scholars. 

The Office of Preservation continues to 
administer the U.S. Newspaper Program, a na- 
tional initiative for the cataloguing and preser- 
vation of U.S. newspapers. Through grants that 
are used by organizations and institutions to lo- 
cate, Catalogue, and microfilm newspaper hold- 
ings in individual states, a centralized biblio- 
graphic record of all newspaper titles published 
since 1690 will be created and copies will be 
made of newspapers that are considered to be 
the most significant in understanding a state's 
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La Estera (The 
Sphere). published 
weekly in Madrid 
from 1914 to 1931, is 
part of the European 
lanquage and litera- 
ture collection at the 


University of Califor- 


nia at Berkeley 
Library that will be 
preserved with the 
support of a 1988 
grant 
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or region's history. In 1988, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Idaho, Maryland, Missouri, and Puerto Rico re- 
ceived awards to begin cataloguing and filming 
newspapers; and Connecticut was given a grant 
to plan its newspaper project. When these and 
other previously-funded NEH newspaper pro- 
jecis are completed, 141,000 newspaper titles 
will be available in a national data base, and 
more than 26 million newspaper pages will 
have been microfilmed. 

The education of personnel who will be 
responsible for implementing preservation 
programs remains a high priority for the En- 
dowment. In 1988, the Association of Research 
Libraries was awarded a grant that will provide 
ten research libraries with the consultation and 
training necessary to design a long-term strate- 


gic plan for the preservation of their collections. 


Another critical component of NEH's pro- 
gram entails support for research that will es- 
tablish national standards and practices for the 
preservation field. For example, a grant was 
made in 1988 to the Image Permanence Insti- 
tute at the Rochester Institute of Technology in 
New York to conduct research into the causes 


of cellulose acetate film deterioration and to de- 


velop recommendations for the film's preserva- 


tion and proper storage. The Association for Re- 


corded Sound Collections received a 1988 award 
to disseminate the results of an NEH-funded 
study of the appropriate standards and pro- 
cedures for preserving recorded sound 
materials. 

The Office of Preservation is also commit- 
ted to increasing public awareness of the preser- 
vation problem. During 1988, Slow Fires: On the 
Preservation of the Human Record, a documentary 
film that was funded in part by NEH, was seen 
by millions of Americans on PBS stations and 
in special presentations held around the coun- 
try. PBS will rebroadcast the film nationally in 
1989; and more than 800 copies of the docu- 
mentary have been purchased by universities, 
schools, libraries, archives, historical societies, 
book manufacturers, and paper companies. 

The response to this film may reflect a growing 
understanding that only a concerted effort by 
many groups and institutions will ensure the 
survival of the vast portion of our society's 
intellectual and cultural heritage that is now 


in jeopardy.
